comes as a serious blow to the busi­ 
n ess in terests of Columbian a an d its 
surroun d in g farmin g commun ity. The 
commun ity at large had hard ly 
re­ 
covered from the effects of the Ester­ 
ly 
failure, which 
practically swept 
away the en tire competen ce of man y 
small d epositors, 
makin g this ad d i­ 
tion al fin an cial d is’aster weigh heav­ 
ily. 
Although it had been said that 
the ban k will pay every d ollar of in ­ 
d ebted n ess, it is recalled that 
the 
same assertion was mad e regard in g 
the Esterly ban k when it closed 
its 
d oors, an d that the d ivid en d of that 
in stitution 
aggregated 
on ly 32 per 
cen t. 
However, while it is yet too 
early to ascertain facts, it may be 
said with safety that the presen t fail­ 
ure will n ot attain an ythin g like the 
proportion s of the Esterly failure, in 
which there were in volved $ 175,000 of 
d eposits, with scarcely an y assets of 
■value available. 
Person s in a posi­ 
tion to surmise with fair accuracy 
estimate the d eposits

Schillin g & Co.’s books from $ 80,000 
to $ 100,000. 
With me amoimt of val­ 
uable real property an d other valua­ 
ble assets in sight wn ich may be con ­ 
verted in to cash, the outlook for d e­ 
positors is promisin g.

JUDCE WING ASKS NEW TRIAL 


Jury Find« Queen of Finance Guilty on 


Seven Counts—Maximum Sentence 


$10.000 Fine and Two Year» Impris­ 


onment on Each Count. 


Cleveland, March 13.—Mrs. Caasie 
L. Chadwick has been found guilty of 
conspiring 
to 
defraud 
the 
United 
States by conspiring to procure the 
certification of checks on a national 
bank when there was no funds in the 
bank to her credit. 
She was found guilty on every count 
of the indictment upon which the jury 
was at liberty to judge her, seven in ail 
The original indict mem contained 
16 couuts. 
Two were ruled out dur­ 
ing the trial by Judge Tuyler, and of 
the remaining 14. one half charged her 
with 
securing 
the 
certification 
of 
checks without having the proper en 
tries made upon the books of the batik. 
Judge Tayler in his charge directed 
the Jury to disregard these counts and 
consider only the remaining 
seven, 
which related to the certification with 
no funds on deposit. 
On all of these 
the jury found against her. 
Under the law she can be fined on 
each count not more than $10,000 or 
imprisoned not more than two years, 
or she can be fined a maximum of 
$10.000 and also imprisoned for two 
years on each count.
